East  mediator  Robert  Strauss,  but  they  had  left 
before  Saunders  and  Weizman,  leaning  on  a  bar  in  a 
paneled  wood  alcove,  had  their  dispute. 

Israeli  reports  said  it  apparently  was  set  off  when 
Saunders  admonished  Weizman  that  the  United 
States  was  not  completely  consulted  on  an  Egyptiari- 
Israeli  plan  to  patrol  the  Sinai  Desert.

“I  was  sorry  it  blew  up  like  that,”  Weizman  said. 
“But  this  is  it,  this  is  a  democracy.” 

Weizman  called  Saunders  a  friend  and  said,  “To¬ 
day  we  were  calm,  and  as  usual,  extremely  friendly.” 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  United  States 
and  Israel  is  Israel’s  policy  of  bombing  Palestinian 
outposts  in  southern  Lebanon,  sometimes  with  the 
loss  of  civilian  life.  On  Wednesday,- the  United  States 
again  criticized  the  raids. 

The  Israeli  defense  minister,  in  the  exchange 
Saturday  night  with  Saunders,  said  the  problem  is 
that  15,000  armed  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
personnel  are  in  southern  Lebanon,  along  with  30,000 
Syrian  troops.

“I  still  use  those  standards  as  an  example  for  my 
drama  students,”  she  said. 

In  all  the  years  the  Pardoes  spent  at  BYU,  they 
never  had  “a  real  stage  to  work  with,”  recalled  Mrs. 
Pardoe.  They  worked  in  College  Hall  until  1952,  then 
relocated  to  the  Joseph  Smith  Building,  which  had  to 
be  remodeled  to  accommodate  the  department. 

“Even  then  it  wasn’t  a  real  stage,”  she  remembers. 
The  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center,  with  its  modern  theater 
facilities,  was  not  completed  until  1965.
